JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

The P. and O. mail of January 10 arrived out on the 19th 
March, followed on the same day by the French mail of the 
17th. The dates are now down to the 16th March. Tho 
following summary of news is from the Japan Herald of that 
date :— 

The emissaries of the Japanese Government, who left 
this last year on an errand of a commercial rather than a 
political character, returned in the Dupleix. They express 
themselves as thoroughly satisfied with their trip—both as to 
the universal kindness of their reception and the attention that 
‘was everywhere shown to them, and as to the successful attain- 
ment of their oommercial ends. They have purchased largely 
on behalf of their Government and three officers arrived with 
them from France, who are engaged to superintend and assist 
them in the formation of an arsenal. These officers left yea- 
terday for Yokuske. About 30 or 40 more, including artizans, 
are engaged, and will arrive at no distant date. 

The last intelligence from Osaca was to the effect that Prince 
Satsuma continues most determined in his hostility to the 
opening of Hiogo. The Karo, or principal retainer of Prince 
Satsuma,'recently paid a visit to the settlement. It appears 
that only two of the Yatcheskees of that Daimio in Yedo have 
been sold, and that he has nine remaining. From Choshiu 
there is still nothing decisive. It is said that six articles were 
proposed to him by the Mikado, and that he bas accepted 
them all. Of the truth of this we have no means of judging. 

Our Municipal Council has met once since the departure of 
the last mail. It is now brought to a pause in its operations, 
for want of funds for carrying out the necessary works in the 
settlement. Funds have to be raised ; the law, as yet, gives 
them no help in the collection of them ; and undoubtedly the 
people will not submit to taxation unless they have a voice in 
the manner of taxation, the amount they are to pay, and the 
disbursement of the funds when raised. To this end, the

few landrenters, but the franchise must be liberally extended. 

HMS. Princess Royal left the harbour at daylight on Thurs- 
day, the 15th. She proceeds to Nagasaki to meet Admiral 
King, who is expected there in H.M. transport Adventure from 
Hong Kong. In all probability we may see the Princess Royal 
back in about a month, Tho destination of the 2nd bat. 22nd 
Regiment is changed.

‘The same paper gives an interesting account of the way in 
which the natine New Year holidays are celebrated in Yoko- 
hama >— 

There is a notion prevailing amongst Europeans, that curios 
of all kinds can be more cheaply purchased just before the close 
of the old year—es all accounts must be squared at that time 
and to a certainextent this would be true; but, in reality, 
the fact is rendered nugatory by the inpouring of foreigners of 
al classes, to make the moat of the supposed advantage. The 
Ponsequence is;that the curio shopkeepers make a great harvest 
out of these few days, asking higher prices than ever, and com 
ing down with difficulty, even then asserting their doing 60 i. 
only owing 4o their desire to realise before New Yesr's-day 
The Japanese cannot be said to be good merohants, but the 
‘ext of petty finesse on the part of the small traders, and more 
especially thefcurio vendors, is understood by them to perfec- 
tion ; whilst the knowledge of the length of the foreigners 
foot is most cxact. The whole of theJapanese town from thisday 
week assumed an appearance of activity, such as is witnessed 
‘at no other period of the year, and in passing through for the 
purpose of observation, we do not think that we saw half-a 
dozen Japanese houses undecorated. All have at least a few 
boughs of fir or other evergreen before them, and most have 
the addition of the plaited straw, intertwined with flowers, 
paper, and supplemented by the emblems of plenty—a lobster 
shell and fruit. All the people, old and young, were 
figged out in new clothes, and the numerous officials 
in their dresses of ceremony moving about to pay compli- 
mentary visits were conspicuous. On both Thursday and 
Friday the streets of the forcign settlement have had the ap- 
pearance of desertion, but in the Japanese town the people of 
all ages and of both sexes have enjoyed themselves to the full, 
flying kites or playing battledore and shuttlecock in the strects, 
to the top of their bent. There is no country in the world 
where the common people give strangers so atrongly the idea 
of perfect simplicity and contentment; and their merry 
ringing laughter cheers the spirits and lightens the hearts of 
mere lookers on. 

The following notice of the P, and O. Company's service is 
from the Japan Times :— 

The P. and O. steamer Gunges, which brought us the English 
mails, was several days late. Tho cause of her delay was an 
accident which happened to her in a place called Speck’s Straits, 
8 few hours’ sail from Nagasaki. She was to have come via 
that port and the Inland Sea, but touching a rock in the place 
named above, although with Japanese pilots aboard, was forced 
to put back to Nagasaki for repairs, and completed her voyage 
to Yokohama by the usual route. She had on board Mr. 
Black, a gentleman who has for some years managed the com- 
Pany’s affairs in Bombay, and is now making a tour of in- 
spection along the line. If his trip brings with it the 
conviction that thorough and searching reform is necessary 
all along the route, and that the company must abandon 
all thought of competition with its energetic young rival, 
the Messageries Imperiales, unless a wise expenditure is 
immediately substituted for the {present false economy and a 


little more liberality shown to shippers and passengers in the 
East—his time will not have been thrown away. The fact 
that, at a season-of €he year when Japan is not particularly 
attractive, sixteen passengers were induced to take tickets for a 
‘trip through the beautiful Inland Sea at the present moat 
exorbitant rate of passage money is sufficient proof that the 
adaption of = more liberal tariff on the line, at all events, 
between China and Japan would be profitable to the company. 
At present the fare from Shanghai to Yokohama, a trip of five 
days in such vessels as the Cadiz and,@ranada, costs more than 
the twelve days’ transit from Liverpool to New York in the 
magnificent ocean palaces which perform the service on that line. 
We hawe little ,doubt, however, that during the approaching 
summer the P. and O. Company will see the advantage of 
reform in this particular. A trip of a month or six weeks from 


| China to Japan is now found to be far cheaper and nearly as 


effectual a restorative as a short run home, and we have no 
doubt whatever that any fine private steamer, with large 
passenger accommodation, whose owners would send her on a 
round trip from Hong Kong and Shanghai to Yokohama via 
the Inland Sea would readily get 50 excursionists at $150 a 
head. Returning from Yokohama to Hong Kong in time to 
catch the first August mail, she would, moreover take from 
both the P, and O. and M. I. steamers, then going by the usual 
route, the whole of the first silk freight of the season, We 
recommend the plan to the consideration of shipowners in

CHINA 


PEKING. 

The following account confirms the first paragraph of the 
telegram of Reuter’s agency, published on the 11th. The other 
two paragraphs were alluded to in our last issue :— 

A convention has been entered into between the British and 
French Ministers and the Chinese Government, whereby it will 
now be permitted, under proper restraints and regulations, for 
any person residing in one of the open ports of China to ob- 
tain from his Consul a licence to open a coolie emigration office. 
Previous to grantiug a licenco the Consul will have to 
assure himself of the solvency and respectability of the appli- 
cant, but when the licence has been grauted it caunot be with- 
drawn except upon sufficient grounils, and tien oniy with the 
consent of the Consul, The Chinese employed by the emigration 
agent to find him emigrants will be provided with a special 
license, and will be alone responsible for any actions he may 
commit in contravention of the laws of the empire. Strict rules 
are laid down to secure the Chinese coolie from ill-treatment or 
from the chance of not being able to return to his country. No 
obstacles are thrown by the Clinese Government iu the way of 
their subjects embarking for foreign countries of their own free 
will; but any attempt to induce them to do so otherwise than 
the regulations provide is strictly forbidden, and Chinese subjects 
are punishable by death for the offence of kidnapping men and 
sending them abroad against their will. 

We have received a very interesting account—dated Peking, 
5th March—of a visit to Corea, but the first portion not having 
arrived we shall give the account in our next. 

The report of the Medical Mission Hospital for 1864 has 
been published, and contains the following interesting infor- 
mation regarding small-pox and vaccination in Chi 

Cases of vaccination have not been so numerous at this hospital as 
might have been expected; which is eccounted for by the fact that 
establishments of a more systematic cliaracter than we had been 
led to believe exist in the city. It was introduced into Canton 
in 1805, by Mr. Pearson, a surgeon of the East India Company ; 
and a tract written by him on the subject was translated into 
Chinese by Sir G, Staunton. Several other tracts have been written 
on the subject, some concealing and others openly acknowledg- 
ing its foreign origin. The people in the North trace it to Canton, 
but for the most part are ignorant of its English origin. Several Can- 
tonese were instructed in the practice, and the hospital established there 
was placed in the hands of a native, who continued for ten years to prac- 
tise among his countrymen, and small-pox was observed to be on the de- 
crease. Inoculation, which probably took its rise in the south of China, 
is now almost obsolete ; the small-pox matter was inserted into the nos- 
tril, A patient, a respectable merchant here, informed me that neither 
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{noculation nor vaccination were known or iprectised fn his hative pro- 
‘vincee—Shansi ; no foreigners having yet settled there, and no philanthropi¢ 
countryman having introduced it. mortality, be informed me, was 
very great. Without inoculation, it is stated that in the most favourable 
circumstances 20 to 30 per cent, died; in worse cases 50 to 60 per cent, 
and after inoculation only 4 per cent. proved fatal. It has been known an 
practised in China since the time of the Sung dynasty, about 800 years 
ago. It was first introdaced into England by Lady Montague, the wife 
of the British ambassador at Constantinople in 1721, and doubtless had 
found its way to Turkey across the centre of Asia from China, The 
Turks who lived on the Chinese frontier must have carried the knowledge 
of it when they moved westward. The utility of vaccination soon became 
known, and the practice quickly spread over the empire. It was brought into 
this city thirty-seven years ago, and at present there are three establishments, 
one of them having a branch establishment in the neighbouring city of 
‘Tientsin. Small-pox is still a great scourge, owing chiefly to the carelessness 
of the people in not availing themselves of vaccination in time. It is said to 
be endemie—all children, they astert, take it by the will of Heaven—there 
inno escape,(sic voluere Pareas. : 

The “ Son of Heaven ” has not been vaccinated ; his ministers dread to 
mention the necessity of it; and even he is certain, itis said, to have “ the 
heavenly flowers.” What more natural? The princes of the blood and 
the eunuchs have all been vaccinated, and there is perhaps, therefore, on 
account of the monastic life the boy emperor is obliged to lead, a reason- 
able hope that he may prove an exception to what is considered inevitable. 

The native tract on vaccination, published at Canton in 1817, was re- 

ublished in Peking in 1828, when vaccination was introduced by the 
fect Tsehg, who bad formerly been # mandarin in the South. Sir G. 
Staunton’s tract was printed in 1808, part of which has been incorporated 
into the Chinese one. Its discovery is ascribed to a barbarian doctor 
named Chan-na in the west, and the story of its having been brought by 
a ship from Manila to Macao, which had children ob board fot the purpose 
of vaccination, is related. The terms English and England are studiously 
avoided. 

‘Vaccination had been practised by the Russians in Peking previous to 
1828. As early as 1820 the medical gentleman attached to the Lega- 
tion, ecclesiastical at that time, practised vaccination among the Albasines 
—now Chinese naturalised subjects, They were taken by the Chinese 
on the Amoor about the year 1688, and were brought to Peking, where 
‘certain privileges were granted them by the Eraperor. 

The vaccine establishments here are well conducted; attendance is 
given every eighth day, or oftener if the weather be dry and the lymph 
operates rapidly; tickets of admission are granted, the name, ad- 
dress, age, and sex ate carefully noted down in w register kept for 
the purpose. A note is taken of the number of vaccination days 
each year; the number of children vaccinated, those in which it 
succeeds among those who return. The statistics for 1863 of the 
oldest and principal establishment here I subjoin as given by the vaccina- 
tor. No. of vaccination days, 64; No. vaccinated, 2,297 children; No. 
of those who returned, 1,229; No. of successful jations, each child 
being vaccinated in 6 ‘places, 6,060. No. of vaccination days during 37 
years, 811, The establishments are not only gratuitous, but a gratuity is 
granted to the parents to bring the children back. In spring, mhen the 
cases are numerous, they receive on their second visit about 2d.; in the 
autumn and winter, when the cases are few, they receive about 2d. on their 
first visit and on their return about 9d. When there is least danger of 
the lymph becoming exhausted, beggar children are hired to be vaccinated, 
who live in the hospital. When called upon to vaccinate the nobility, 
‘these children are taken in a cart to the residences of the aristocracy, 
in order to have the lymph in the recent state transferred from their arms to 
those of more fortunately situated children. This method, which could 
not always have been of the most agreeable description, has been super- 
teded by tubes from this hospital. When it was first proposed to intro- 
duce vaccination into the metropolis, it was arranged to have a relay of 
boys uy the road, to be vaccinated in succession every eighth day ; but 
this plan was abandoned when the means of conveying scabs was found 
out. The dried scabs on reaching Peking were mixed with mothers’ 
milk. Twice within the last three years the supply of lymph has 
failed, and on both occasions application was made to this hos- 

ital. The tracts and sheets printed and distributed on the subject 

tray a great ignorance of the true principles of physiology. ‘They sup- 
pose the poison of small-pox tobe located about the insertion of the deltoid 
muscle, and hence direct the lymph to be introduced at three distinct places 
in esch arm ; the upper one to be 4inches from the shoulder and the lower 
‘one 2 inches from the elbow. They give drawings of the position and of 
the lancets, which, by-the-bye, are all of foreign manufacture. ‘They are 
very particular regarding the diet, warning most carefully to avoid the 
fmells of whisky, opium, heated kangs and dirty or decaying matter, For 
at least 100 days after vaccination, cocks, certain kinds of fish, 
beef, eggs, bean and bean flour are to be avoided. For 8 years after vac- 
ination buckwheat and cherries are to be shunned. The things enjoined 
are vegetables, pork and salted ham. Three days after vaccination they 
are allowed to eat shrimps, with rice spirit, Mongolian mushrooms and 
mutton ; and only in winter must bird’s nests steamed with sugar candy be 
eaten. The Vaccinator at the principal establishment was presented with 
a crystal button from the Board of Revenue. 

‘The total number vaccinated in Peking in one year, at the 3 establish- 
ments, does not exceed 1,000. Supposing this city to contain half the 
Population of London, where in 1863 the number of births exceeded 

100,000, then the number vaccinated would be about 8 per cent. on the 
whole number of births. 
































TIENTSIN, 

A letter from this place, dated 9th March, states that the ice 
was breaking up after a mild winter. One or two vessels 
had been able to get up. A considerable quantity of cotton 
was ready to export. Mr. Grant was prepared to open the 
courier service between Kiachta and Tientsin as soon as the 
havigation waa open, Tho accounts speak well of the recop- 
tion of Sir R. Alcock, and our relations were on the best 
possible footing. 





HANKOW. 

It appears that an official notification ‘was ‘issued of the 
execution of Hwangpe by the Nienfei on the evening of the 
14th March, The tredsurer’s forces having besieged thé city, 
the Nien-fei found their position becoming so uncomfortable 
that they left the city and went cast, down the river. It is not 
stated that any opposition was offered to their getting away 
safely, or that they were pursued and harassed in their retreat. 
While the treasurer takes to himself the credit of this victory 
itis claimed by another warrior ; but so long as the story 
proves true and does not turn out to be another canard, we care 
very little whether the conqueror be called Tang or Wang. 

SHANGHAI. 

‘The dates are now down to the morning of thé 26th March. 
ate P. and O. mail of January 26 arrived out on thé 16th 

larch. 

Ata meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Jarvie, Thorburn 
and Co., which took place on Saturday, 17th March, beforo Sir 
Edmund Hornby, Chief Judge at the Supreme Court, Mr. 
Lawrance appeared for the petitioners and Mr. Myburgh for 
the estate, when claims were put in on behalf of the Agra 
and Masterman’s Bank; the Chartered Mercantile Bank ; 
the Compoir d’Escompte; the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia, and China; the Central Bank; the Banking 
Corporation; the Oriental Bank; the Commercial Bank; 
the Bank of India ; Messrs. Gibb, Livingston and Co. and Gilman 
and Co., and the election of assignees was proceeded with, re- 
sulting in the choice of Messrs. McLellan, Lavers, and Jackson, 
the latter two being ties. A difficulty arose as to the manner 
in which the rate of exchange should be settled, to enable the 
holders of bills on Messrs, Buchannan, Hamilton and Co., to 
claim against the estate, the holders being almost all at vari- 
ance on the point. It was, however, decided to note the 
daims subject to a subsequent decision of the matter. A 
question also arose as to the right of Jarvie, l'horburn and 
Co’s. estate to certain bills drawn by the Agra Bauk here 
upon their head-office in London, and also certain others 
by the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China, 
on tho City Bank, London, in favour of Jarvie, Thorburn 
and Co., and by them remitted to Buchannan, Hamilton, and 
Co. ; but which, upon presentation, were refused acceptance by 
the London banks, on the ground of their holding at the time 
drafts on Buchannan, Hawilton, and Co., sent subsequently to 
that firm’s bankruptcy. This question, his Lordship noticed, 
was at the present time before the law courts at home for 
decision, and it would be best for the claims to be noted subject 
to the dividend received from the acceptor’s estate. If it be 
ruled that the banks at home have not the right of withholding 
acceptance, then the parties in whoso hands the drafts against 
Buchaunan, Hamilton, and Co. are will have to claim against 
Jarvie, Thorburn, and Co.’s estate. 

The monthly meeting of the Municipal Council took place on 
the 14th March, when the usual reports of the committees 
were submitted and passed. The finances showed a satis- 
factory balance, and the taxes were being promptly paid. The 
guarantee from the landrenters for Tls, 78,500 for the loan of 
‘Ts. 81,200 bas been deposited in the Comptoir d’Escompte de 
Paris and the old one destroyed. The 10 per cent, drainage 
loau contracted in September, 1862, and the loans from Messrs. 
Russell and Co, and Messrs, Dent and Co., have been finally 
paid off. Mr. Fitzroy has not consented to pay a tax on 
the Custom-house. The annual report of the Works Com- 
mittce bas been completed. _ Negociations are pending with 
the Provincial Committce for Administering Municipal Affairs 
in the “ French quarter of the foreign settlements,” by which 
it is expected that the cleansing of the Yangking-Pang creek 
may be commenced forthwith. ‘The Pekin-road will shortly be 
opened up fully; the naming of the bye strects aud lanes is 
being proceeded with, the native designations in use being ad- 
heared to ; the Honque streets will also shortly be named ; the 
dimensions of the new boat-house have been agreed upon, and 
the last monument of troublous times, in the form of the 
barrier at the Maloo has been removed. ‘The unslightly flat in 
front of H.B.M. Consulate is shortly to be converted into 
a public garden, the Council having received 4,780 tacls from 
the trustee of the fund sct aside for that purpose, be- 
ing the proceeds of the investment of 10,000 taels, the original 
sum given to the public. Mr. Oliver took the duties of the 
surveyor’s office on the Ist inst. Offers were received from 
several gentlemen for the post of Consulting Engineer to the 
Council ; but decision is for the present deferred. The present 
condition of the police cells at the central station requires im- 
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mediate attention, as they are quite unfit for the custody of 
prisoners, and it will be necessary to make provision for erecting 
new cells in the yearly estimates. 

The gas company of the French concession, for the success 
of whose projects the Municipal Hall was hypothecated to share- 
holders by the disrupted municipality last year, have laid the 
foundations of their laboratory and promise to put gas into 
either settlement within six months. They propose to supply 
gas to applicants at a rate equivalent to three dollars por thou- 
sand cubio feet—or one-third less than is now charged by the 
company which, ia contradistinction, is called “the English.” 
In time, as coal can be procured at cheaper rates, the price will 
be even less, the capital of the concern being so limited that a 
small amount of profit on gas will yield a fair dividend to 
shareholders, The last call of ten tacls per fifty tael share is 
now being made, and with this there will be quite enough money, 
it is believed, to do all that is requisite without an increase in 
the number of shares, or by raising money on bank interest. 

The concurrence of the French Consul-General to the new 
land regulations bas not yet been obtained. There appears to 
have been some misunderstanding as to his not having been 
consulted, but it is supposed that matters will now be satis- 
factorily arranged. At a meeting of landrenters on the 
French concession, held at H.I.M. Consulate on the 10th 
March, M. de Montmorand announced that the land regulations 
which have hitherto been believed common to the three settle- 
ments have no force in the French concession, not having met 
the approval of the French Government. 


NINGPO. 

The Shanghai papers announce that the return of the trade 
at the port of Niugpo during 1865-6 shows that there has heen 
a decrease in the total value, as compared with the preceding 
year, of 2,651,467 taels ; this appears principally attributable 
toa falling off in foreign imports, The Foutai of the Chekeang 
province has been appointed to the governorship of Kwantung. 

HONG KONG, 

The following items are from the China Mail of March 31 :— 

A meeting of the captains of the Frenchships now present in 
harbour has been assembled by M. du Chesne, Consul for 
France, at which they were informed that in compliance with an 
international convention or code of regulations signed at Peking 
on the 5th instant, between the Prince of Kung on the part of 
China, Sir Rutherford Alcock on the part of Great Britain, and 
M. Henri de Bellonet on the part of France, it is absolutely 
forbidden that French agents or French captains of vessels take 
part in any scheme having for its object the enlistment -of 
Chinese Coolies at Macao. 

There has been some talk of a Sanitary Commission having 
been formed by Sir Richard McDonnel, for the purpose of re- 
porting thoroughly on the sanitary condition of the island 
generally and the city of Victoria more especially ; such an idea 
would naturally form one of the first which a new Governor 
for this Colony would wish to carry out, considering the 
unenviable light in which the climate of Hong Kong must have 
been represented to him in England. 

We hear that the officers of the 9th and Royal Artillery now 
stationed at Canton to instruct the Chinese are to be withdrawn 
at once. We have not been informed of the reasons which 
have led to this movement. 

On the night of the 26th instant a fire broke out in some 
mat sheds and wooden buildings at the end of Queen’s Road, 
‘West, but was extinguished without material damage having 
been done. What most surprises us is that so few fires occur, 
considering the careless way in which the Chinese use fire,— 
but probably the crowded state of their dwelling houses is their 
best protection against a fire gathering any head before being 
discovered, 

An accident, luckily unattended by loss of life, has occurred 
at Aberdeen, part of the earth dam at the entrance of the new 
dock now building giving way, having caused the dock to be 
flooded. None of the workmen, very fortunately, were injured, 
but the pecuniary loss to the proprietors of the dock will, 
however, be heavy, as the dock has to be pumped dry before 
the works can be proceeded with. 

The publication of a somi-weekly paper at Foochow, of 
which the first number was issued on the 17th, speaks well for 
the increasing importance of the foreign community at that 
Port. Our fellow-countrymen do not usually come up to the 
mark of American communities in respect to newspapers, and 
it can be safely asserted that had Hong Kong been an Amo- 
Tian, instead of an English colony, it would long since have 





witnessed journalistic undertakings of a more extensive 
nature than those now put forth. The difference in style, and 
quantity of matter in American journals, as well as in the 
effects produced by using a different description of type to that 
commonly made use of by the printers of English papers, is 
very marked, and it seldom happens that an American will 
condeacend to bring out so small a specimen of the journal 
class as that which the last steamer has brought from Foo- 
chow ; but as we may presume that its size is adapted to the 
wants of the Foochow residents, we welcome the “little 
stranger ” in all sincerity. 

A Government notification issned on the 22nd March an- 
nounces that, owing to the non-arrival of the necessary dies 
from England, the opening of the Mint was deferred until 
farther notice. As the dics, howevor, left here some time since, 
the delay would not be of long duration. 

The committee of the Diocesan Female School have issued 
@ circular, in which it appears that after an experience of four 
years it is found that the institution has not fulfilled all the ob- 
jects for which it was formed ; and, with = view of giving a 
more extended effect to the benevolent design of the originators, 
the committee, which comprises some of the most useful people 
in the community, have decided upon admitting children of every 
race and nationality to the benefits of the establishment. This 
is acting on the broad unsectarian principle which true Chris- 
tianity iaculcates, and in 9 small community like Hong Kong it 
is very gratifying to see such liberal views displayed. The ad- 
vantages of the school will be specially appreciated by the 
married men amongst the troops in the garrison ; the difficulty 
of giving their children even the mere outline of an ordinary 
education in this country on their meagre pay being apparent 
to all. 

A brig called the Mary Jane has been plundered by pirates 
on her way from Ningpo to Hong Kong. Mr. Tookey, a pas- 
senger on board, reports as follows:—The Mary Jane left 
Ningpo on the 10th ult. bound for Hong Kong, with a general 
cargo ; whilst beating through the Lema Channel, and when 
abreast of Aberdeen, about 7 o'clock on the evening of the 
25th March, the brig was attacked by two piratical junks, 
which ran alongside and threw a number of stinkpots on 
board, and then boarded the vessel, plundering her of every 
article of value, including chronometers, spy glasses, &., leaving 
the vessel and sailing away after having done so. After the 
pirates had left, the captain and two of the crew were found 
missing, and it is supposed that they were killed and thrown 
overboard. Mr. Tookey states that he would be unable to 
identify the junks, or any of the pirates, as the night was so 
dark, but that he would know the property missing from the 
brig. The gunboat Janus had left the harbour in search of the 

irates. 
® The educational report by Mr. Stewart for the year 1865 
has been published, and (the Daily Press says) gives a very 
clear explanation of the effects produced by the Government 
grant, About $8,500 appear each year on the colonial esti- 
mates as an education grant, and for this sum twelve native 
schools are kept on foot, The central school has almost as 
many scholars as all the village schools put together. The 
maximum enrolment during the past year was 207, the 
minimum 179. The total maximum enrolment in all the 
schools together was 597, and the total minimum 418, but 
the attendances were not so good in the outlying districts as 
at the central school, where they were nearly equal to the enrol- 
ments. Mr. Stewart has endeavoured to obtain statistics 
which embrace all the schools in the island, the Government 
schools and others, and he comes to the conclusion that the 
total number of children receiving instruction is 1,870. Of 
the total number of children in the colony, according to the 
computation of the Registrar General, he assumes that 8,300 
may be too young to be taught, but this leaves 14,000 children 
of an age to receive instruction, all of whom (the 1,870 at 
school excepted) are growing up in barbarism, training to be 
the pirates and street thieves of the next generation. The 
deliberate recommendation of Mr. Stewart is that there should 
be an education tax, and that all the native children should be 
compelled to attend the schools. Up to a certain period Mr, 
Stewart says that the Chinese children make a rapid advance, 
but after this the progress is not so satisfactory,-and out of a 
class of thirty, not more than five or six attain any degree of 
proficiency in subjects which call for anything like an exercise 
of their own faculties. The memory, that is to say, 
is retentive, but all the more important mental powers 
weak, This fact illustrates the worthlessness of that 
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which is called education in China. “The Chinese,” 
says the report, “have no education in the real sense of the 
word. No attempt is made at a simultaneous development of 
the mental powers. These are all sacrificed to the cultivation 
of memory, The boy who can repeat correctly the writings of 
Confucius and Mencius is considered a great scholar, although 
he may be as ignorant of their meaning as if they were written 
in a language of which he did not kuow the alphabet.” We 
hear a great deal about the literary acquirements of the 
Chinese, the examination in the provinces, and the great culti- 
vation of the men who reach high official rank in China, but it 
is very much to be doubted if the education of any Chinese 
properly deserves the name. The low cunning of 5 
monkey or a wild Indian is often the only approach to the 
intellectual genius that they show; and yet we are told 
that these people are the most highly cultivated race in 
the world, a population of metaphysicians, not alone learned, but 
admirers of learning to such an extent that literary cultivation 
is the only avenue to high public employment—the only means 
of obtaining personal consideration. These assertions are fla- 
grantly inconsistent with facts which meet us at every turn, but 
they are put forward with such daring confidence that observers 
are driven to say the phenomena presented by the Chinese are 
incomprehensible to us. They forget that while the intellectual 
feebleness we behold is apparent to every one who watches the 
intercourse between China and.Great Britain, the intellectual 
strength of which we are told may exist merely in the imagi- 
nation of persons who have mixed with the Chinese so long as 
to have grown bewildered by the multitudinous hypocrisies of 
an empire which is perhaps the most colossal “ humbug” on the 
face of God's earth. 

At a meeting of the Legislative Council, held on the 28th 
March, the new Governor, Sir Richard MacDonnell, presided. 
The only business on this occasion was the-reading of an Ordi- 
nance for the expenditure of 1865. It will be remembered that 
when the vote for the £20,C00 military tax was proposed Mr. 
Sutherland (unofficial), and Mr, Forth, Colonial Treasurer, op- 
posed it. It appears that the latter gentleman gave offence to 
the powers in Downing-street by this course, and hence the fol- 
lowing :-— 

"The Honourable ‘Thomas Sutherland said that he wished to ask a 
question which was not relative to the motion before the Council. He 
wished to ask if there was avy difference between the official and non- 
official members of the couveil ia Tespect to voting upon questions upon 
which the Colonial Secretary had already his opinion ? 

‘The Governor said any member of this ncil was equally free to 
speak and vote as he liked. Each member might entertain his own opinion 
upon every question brought before the Council, and it was not to be sup- 
poted if he voted that he did so otherwise than in accordance with his own 
convictions, He (the Governor) would sit a long time in that Council 
before they would find him offering an; jition to that Chamber to 
perfect freedom of speech and voting, the opiaion of any oficial mems- 

of Council differed from the settled policy of H.M. Government and 
he publicly opposed a positive decision of the Secretary of State the latter 
or the Gorernos might possibly seek explanations affecting that member's 
continuance in office whilst using bis office publicly to thwart the avowed 
policy of the Government which he served. 

The Hon. Thos. Sutherland said that he referred to an official 
member's position as a member of this Council. Would such an act as 
voting in opposition to the Secretary of State's views entail any special 
coneequence a8 to a government ? é 

The Governor apprehended the Hon. member's question 
must limit itself to the privileges of a member of this Council; as any- 
thing connected with the other rules and customs of the Civil Service 
could not conveniently be discussed there. He would say that at that 
board every one could speak and vote as be liked. Every member had in 
that respect equal freedom with the Governor, and if the official members 
had any further responsibility they were only those responsibilities which 
‘they shared with all office holders in Crown Colonies and which were well 


understood. 

The conversation then 

His Excellency then expressed the pleasure he felt at meeting the 
Council for the first time for the transaction of business, and asthey could 
have but one common object in their discussions, viz., the promotion of the 
general prosperity of the Colonies, be trusted that their future meetings 
would be characterised by united action and cordial sympathy between 
himeelf and the members. 

His Excellency then adjourned the Council. 








JAVA. 

‘We have dates from Batavia to the 2nd April. 

On the 18th March the steamer Sunda, belonging to the 
Netherlands India Steam Navigation Company, arrived in 
Batavia, wia St. Vincent, Madeira, Ascension, St. Helena, the 
Cape, and Mauritius, having had a voyage of 106 days. This 
little steamer is 125 feet long and 18 feet broad, her deck being 
24 feet above water, with a gangway of 2 feet, a draft of 64 feet 
forward and 9 feet aft, with a crew of sixteen. She has proved 
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a good sea ship throughout the voyage, which was rather a 
dangerous one for s ship of her dimensious. 

Heavy shocks of earthquake have again been felt, for several 
days at Ambarawa, Banjoe Biroe, and Willem L Notwith- 
standing, these shocks are not to be compared to those of the 
17th of July last year, when the three above-mentioned places 
were destroyed. Great fears are entertained for another severe 
earthquake, which might have still more serious consequences 
than the first. 

‘News from the Moluccas, concerning the expedition to Ceram, 
is most satisfactory. 

The state of affairs on the west coast of Borneo (Pontianak) 
remains much the same as before ; reinforcements are being 
sent from Java, amongst which is a company of African soldiers, 
who, it is expected, will cause a great havoc amongst the 
enemy. 

The French ship Vellore, Captain Didier, is said to have 
been wrecked on the Island “ Amsterdam”—six lives lost. The 
information has been given by a gentleman of the name of E. 
Moriase, dated St. Paul and Amsterdam, 16th February, and 
brought to Batavia by the ship Jan Van Schaffelaar, Captain 
Van Duyn, bound to Singapore. 

Captain Langmald, master of the English ship Charlotte of 
Derby (which arrived in Batavia on the 20th March), has given 
information that he has seen the wreck of a full rigged ship at 
three-quarters of a mile from Tjelaka point (Poeloe Liat) in the 
Strait of Macclesfield. He could vot succeed in getting the 
name of the ship. As far as the eye could reach no sign of hfe 
was visible, either on board or on shore, although a little more 
in the interior a kampong and the rigging of aschooner could 
be seen. A strong current ran southward, which made it im- 
possible to lower a boat to make further inquiries. 

We understand (says the Straits Times) that after next 
month the new Netherlands Steam Company will run four 
instead of two steamers monthly to Java. Two of these will, 
as at present, go direct to Batavia, the other two, leaving this 
(Singapore) at intermediate dates, will proceed to Samarang, 
and, after a few hours’ stoppage, on to Sourabaya. We also 
believe that this company intends to despatch next month 
(May) one of its most powerful steamers by way of Torres 
Straits to Brisbane in, North Australia, with a view ultimately 
to the establishment of a regular monthly mail between there 
and Batavia, 


STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE. 

Our dates hence are to the 9th April. The latest mail from 

England was, as noticed in our last number, that of the 26th 
February, which arrived out on the 3rd April. 
» The settlement was much distressed at learning that the 
transfer to the Crown was likely to be yet longer delayed. The 
Straits Times remarks :—“The intelligence to hand respecting 
the progress of the transference of this settlement to the Crown 
as gathered from the Parliamentary reports of the 20th Feb. 
have created here a profound sentiment of chagrin and dis- 
sppointment. This is not so much the case because the ulti- 
mate realisation of the measure is in any way despaired of, as 
‘on account of the uncertain delay which threatens to mark its 
final accomplishment. When a member asks whether any steps 
have been taken towards the fulfilment of the measure, or if it 
has been definitely abandoned, and a minister replies that, 
though not abandoned, it is postponed, waiting the inquiry of the 
War or any other department (an inquiry which to our know- 
ledge has hung over the last two years), there is room for but 
little encouragement to those whose interests are perilled on 
the decision. Nor is there any consolation to be derived from 
the circumstance that all this delay arises not from opposition 
but from indifference. In anticipation of the accomplishment 
of this transfer, the settlement has been almost entirely with- 
drawn for the last four years from participation in the general 
legislation of India, It is now, therefore, far too late to thiuk 
of drawing back,—to go back would simply be to retard, if, 
indeed, not to violently throw in arrear by so many years the 
progress of the place.” 

Her Majesty’s steamer Basilisk, Captain Hewett, from Eng- 
land en route to Hong Kong, anchored in the harbour on the 
28th March, 

Sir Benson Maxwell had arrived from Penang, and would 
commence his first Criminal Session on the 9th April. Sir 
Benson succeeds to the Recordership of Singapore, and a new 
judge will have to be appointed for the Penang division of the 
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court ; but these changes had not been yet formally announced. 
Tho hon. and learned gentleman kad been employed in disposing 
of a suit for wages on the Admiralty side of the Court, brought 
by the second officer and two of the seamen belonging to the 
British ship Venilia, at prescnt lying in the harbour, bound to 
Macao, against the said vessel for the recovery of their wages, 
amounting altogether to about £194, 

The Bishop of Labuan was expected at Singapore at the end 
of April. 

Great preparations are being made for the ensuing spring 
race meeting, to commence on the 24th instant. A large num- 
ber of horses have been put in training, and considerable in- 
terest is exhibited. 

Tho pilgrim ship Alliance, of Singapore, has been totally 
wrecked on an island in the neighbourhood of the Consular 
port Mussowah, near Jeddah, in the Red Sca. She ran on shore 
in tho night time, and next day began to make water, and even- 
tually filled. Her cargo consisted of sugar and pepper, about 
20,000 dollars’ worth, which was uninsured. Crew and pilgrims 
all saved, as well as a portion of the cargo, by boats from 
Mussowah, 

The British brig Utternissah was put up for sale by auction 
on the 22nd March, and realised $2,775.

made up, no opinion can be formed of the general character of the new 


crop. Prices asked by the teamen at present are extreme, as high rates 
were at first paid for the leaf in the country, but which are now declining 
considerably. 


Foocrow.—The only settlements of the fortnight consist of 515 chests 
and 543 half-chests of Congou at 9} to 194 tals. Stocks are reduced to 
600 chests Congou, 300 chests Pekoe, 100 half-chests Oolong, and 800 
boxes Scented. ‘The season may be said to be over. The Medina is 
expected to load, and to take the remainder of the old teas. 

HANGHAL—Black Teas: There has been no business beyond the 
purchase of 500 chests of Shanghai packed Congou at Tis. 19 to 21, and 
220 chests of Dust at Tit. 114 per picul. About 1,300 chests have been 
reshipped, and 700 chests common Oonam remain in stock. Contracts 
are being entered into for the purchase of the new crop, and several tea- 
men have already left for the tea districts. Green Teas: After the arrival 
of the mail reporting lower rates in London, holders were induced to make 
‘& concession on previous prices, and settlements have taken place of 11,200 
4-chests, showing a decline of two taels on fine and three taels on medium 
kinds. ‘The arrival from Kiukiang of about the same quantity leaves tha 
stock much as last stated. 








KIUKIANG.—Black Teas: The settlement of 500 chests local packed | 


‘tea at 13} taels is the only business reported. One other similar chop of 
_ 900 chests composed the stock. Green Teas: Only three chops had 
been settled during the fortnight at 21, 23 and 30 tacls respectively, but a 
total of nearly 8,000 packages had been shipped to the Shanghai market 





chiefly on native account. Only 1,700 half-chests remained in stock, 
against 120,700 half-chests at same date last year. 1 

Yoxonama, —Since the departure of the mail there has been very . 
little business done in the Tea market, and prices are rather easier. There ° 
have been no transactions for the London market, the bulk of the pur-, 
chases being made by the American houses. The season for tea here may 
be said to be nearly closed, the arrivals from the interior gradually falling 
off and the stock of qualities suitable for export being very low. 

Raw Stx.—Canton.—A farther decline has been established on all 
the descriptions at present obtainable, and the purchases reported are for 
India, with the exceptions of the rereeled Cumchuck for America and 
‘Waste Silk and Pierced Cocoons for Europe. The new crop it is expected 
will open at very much lower prices. 

Yoxouama.—Japanese dealers, unable to form an opinion for them- 
selves on the prospects of our home markets, and induced by their experi- 
ence of the past to expect a further advance in prices, have, as was noted 
in the last report, deposited large quantities of silk with foreigners, taking 
advances against it in order to gain time. During the past fortnight, a 
few only of these deposits have been redeemed. Foreigners have shown so 
Tittle disposition to buy at previous quotations, that settlements hardly 
reach one hundred piculs, and the unsold stock, beth in foreign and native 
hands has increased to a total of from 3,000 to 3,500 Japanese bales.

Many holders, however, will not entertain such rates, and withhold their 
goods from the market for better prices, and for this reason we make no 
change in the hivher quotation, which, however, is quite nominal. 
T-Cloths have been inquired for by Chinese, and’ sales slightly exceed 
last fortnight’s. Fancy Cotton Goods have also attracted attention, but to 
effect sales some concession in price has had to be made. 

Raw Corron.—A considerable decline in prices will be observed, 
‘owing to the total absence of demand both on the part of Chinese and 
foreigners during the first part of the fortnight. 

Woo Lens remain unnoticed, and prices still have a downward tendency. 
The last steamer from Japan brought news of a great fall in the price of 
Camlets, large sales having becn etlected there at very low rates. 

MeTAaLs.—More business has been done in Iron than was reported in 
last circular, but the demand continues very moderate. In Lead there ia 
no change to note; the settlements reported are at former rates, and are 
chiefly made up of the inferior qualities.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, May 8. 

For the last six days the Second Chamber of the States-General 
has been discussing the Culture Bill, which is destined, if it be 
passed by both the Chambers, to introduce a social revolution 
in our East India possessions. Without any doubt it will be 
@ measure of much more importarce than that by which 
slavery was abolished in our West-India possessions. A great 
many speeches have been delivered upon the subject, and of 
course I can only trace their general tendency. The opinions 
put forward may be divided into three classes :—those of the 
Conservatives, who reject the principles of the Bill; those of 
the Liberals—say Mivisterialists—who approve of them; and 
those of the Radicals, who do not agree with the Bill, be~ 
cause its principles do not go to the root of the matter, 
and a policy of compromise is attempted. The first de- 
fend the Policy, @ tort ot @ travers, of maintaining that culture 





system which, since 1830, has poured about 200,000,000 
guilders into our treasury. The Liberals applaud the first 
step to abolish that system, but advocate that all the cultures 
should not be left to private industry, and warmly approve that 
Government still desires to retain the revenues of the coffee- 
culture. The Radicals defend stoutly their opinion that the 
measure must be final and that all inveterate abuses must be 
abolished at once. They do not profeas themselves satisfied 
with the present measure, which will be accepted by them as 
an instalment, if theydo not succeed in improving the Bill 
by the amendments they intend to propose. But nevertheless 
they do not hesitate—as was proved by the speech of Mr. 
Van der Linden—to urge on the House the expediency of accept- 
ing the Bill. The principal point of the debate, however, was 
the question whether it would be for our interests and those of 
the vatives to give the latter the faculty of individual property in 
land, and to leave the mercantile part wholly to European 
industry. You know that till now our King is the sole pos- 
sessor of the soil in our East-India colonies. 

‘To-day Mr. Fransen van de Putte replied to the several 
arguments. The power and the impetuosity of his eloquence 
were never more apparent than in this reply, but the question 
is whether he has warded off defeat. But as a defence of his 
Bill, ag a reply to the argutnents and the doubts of those who 
avowed their hostility to the Ministerial measure, it was a good 
display of parliamentary eloquence. He stated that the coffee 
culture would be maintained, that the sugar culture would be 
abolished within a certain period, and that the taxes for India 
will be revised. The Minister of Finance defended the 
measure from a fivancial point of view. 

To-morrow the general|discussion will be continued, but it 
is thought it will soon be closed and a beginning will be 
made with the clauses, when an amendment will be proposed 
by Mr. Van der Linden, which, it is said, will be supported by 
Mr. Thorbecke, who has not yet spoken. It is impossible to 
foresee the fate of the Bill, but every one will be greatly sur- 
prised if the Government were supported by a large majority. 
That the Ministry is not at ease is proved by the fact that no 
proposals will be made to any one to accept the portfolio of 
Marine, till the decision on the Culture Bill has been 
come to. 

On the first of May all communal excises were abolished. : 

The first steps are being taken to realise the plan for turning 
into dry laud the greatest part of the Zuyder Zee—a public

The cholera epidemic happily does not increase here. Since 
it broke out 204 persons have died, and now about forty per- 
sons daily are attacked, of whom a teuth die.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameoura, May 7th, 

‘The six young Japanese sent to Russia have arrived at St. 
Petersburg and been presented at the Asiatic Department to 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs. The Northern Bee says: “It 
is well known that the Government of Japan, in sending these 
young men to Russia, had in view a scientific object; the 
eldest of them is only eighteen years of age, and the two 
youngest are only twelve, They sre to receive a European 
education, and thus acquire knowledge that will enable them on 
their return home to introduce many improvements and inven- 
tions hitherto totally unknown in Japan. Other young men 
have been sent to France, England, and Holland for the 





same purpose. The Japanese now at St. Petersburg were 
brought over in the Russian corvette Bogatyr, which landed 
them at Cherbourg, whence they came on by the railway 
through France and Germany. When they presented them- 
selves at the Asiatic Department, under the protection of which 
they will remain during their stay in Russia, they wore Euro. 
pean dresses and had had their hair cut, notwithstanding which 
their features bear such a striking Asiatic type as to cause them 
to be immediately recognised as genuine natives of Niphon.” 
The Bogatyr arrived the day before yesterday (5th May) at 
Kiel, on her way up the Baltic to Cronstadt, 

By the last overland mail despatches were received at Vienna, 
announcing that on the 12th of March last the Imperial Aus- 
trian Conaulate at Bangkok was formally and officially 
opened with the consent of the Siamese Government, and before 
the conclusion of any treaty. Herr Augustus Redlich has 
hoisted his flag, and officiates as the first Austrian Consul, 
which may be considered a distinguished mark of goodwill on 
the part of Siam. 

The Leipzig Fair is over, but without much improvement, 
and it is seriously contemplated discontinuing it after next year, 
when it will have been in duration for four centuries, but has 
outlived the object for which it was originally instituted. 
Woollen goods had a heavy sale down to the close, though 
many manufacturers were obliged to dispose of their goods 
at any price, aud this only tended to dampen the market 
still more, The prices of leather were also not able to rally, 
and the article continued depressed to the end. More anima- 
tion obtained at last in furs, and several parcels of country fox- 
skins, as well as 8,000 stone-marders, were bought for Russia 
at former rates. The Greeks purchased 10,000 Virginia red 
fox, and were still buyers to the last, Some few parcels of 
Hamsters, which were in request, were 10 per cent. better than 
at the last fair. Black cats were quite neglected, though 
generally a favourite article. The Boles bought a good number of 
land beavers, and paid full value. The Russian peltries arrived 
just before the close of the fair. Grey squirrels sold rapidly 
at higher rates, but ermines found no demand, and might have 
been bought at ridiculously low prices, Squirrels’ tails were 
very scarce, and fetched remarkably high rates. The supplies 
of furs from the Crimea and Ukraine did not arrive in time, 
and from Astrachan only in small quantities. 

A violent shock of earthquake was felt at Irkutsk on the 
8th of March, but the inhabitants were more frightened than 
hurt. Within three minutes two shocks took place and the 
houses shook as if about to crumble to pieces. As it happened 
in the middle of the day, the inhabitanta rushed into the open 
air. Fortunately the only real damage done was confined to 
the fall of a wall at the back of the post-office and a few 
columns of the gymnasium, During the whole of the month 
of February the cold was very severe, the thermometer ranging 
between 35 and 40 degrees of Reaumur, or 47 to 68 degrees 
below zero of Fahrenheit. 

The ice of the Wolga broke up on the 14th of April, and 
began to drift on the following day, in consequence of which 
the communication between the inhabitants of the two banks 
is for the present suspended, and will remain so till the river 
is clear of ice. 

‘The Senate of Hamburg, in conjunction with the Senates of 
Lubeck and Bremen, have appointed Herr Carl Johann 
Mestern, of Canton, to be Hanseatic Consul at that port. 
Patent dated May 2, 1866. 

COMMERCIAL. 

Owing to the uncertainty of political events the produce market has 
been and still is in a very Tosatltfactory condition. The sales of coffee 
during the fortnight were not more than 15,000 bags, but prices remain 
well supported, as the holders are not intimidated, and feel convinced they 
have only to bide their time, On the other hand sugar, both raw and 
refined, bas given way fully 12 sch. beo. per centner, and even at this 
reduction is difficult to sell. A fair amount of business has been done 
in rice at former rates. Nothing of consequence has taken place in Spiess, 
though the market is firm, and higher prices are demanded for mack 
nutmegs. Tea is steady, with considerable sales by importers of the 
fresh arrivals, among which were 402/2 and 311/8 chests Congou 
ex Asia, 248/8, 167/16, and 228/4 chests Pecco ex Florentin, 
867/8 chests -Congou, and 215/4 chests Souchong ex Aldebaran, 
600/16 chests Imperial and 200/8 chests Souchong ex New Ed., and 
about 500 chests, principally Congou, out of the other stocks in warehouse, 
Spelter: Considerably lower, and no purchasers. ‘The only transaction 
Teported was 2,000 centners of Short Slabs in loco at 14 marks 8 sch. 
banco. Discount 6} per cent., with a tendency to go higher. On the 


Stock Exchange the panic continues, the securities moslly affected being 
Austrian and Italian,

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ASIATIC MISSIONS TO EUROPE. 


‘We have lately been favoured by the visits of distinguished 
natives of three Eastern nations, not very far apart as regards 
distance, but widely different in their manners, customs, and 
habits. It will be curious as well as interesting to note the 
varying effects of European intercourse on the different 
nationalities. First came the Japanese, representatives of a highly 
intellectual race, whose assumed nonchalance and indifference 
speedily gave way to an honcst admiration of the wonders 
of Western civilisation. The peculiar turn taken by their re- 
searches soon became evident. Many things which might have 
been supposed likely to claim their earnest attention were passed 
over with comparative indifference, whilo an eager desire was 
manifested to acquire knowledge concerning agricultural im- 
plements and processes, naval architecture, and evgines of war. 
The Mint, with its wonderfully ingenious machinery, worthily 
claimed a considerable share of their attention, and we doubt 
not tho knowledge they acquired on the subject of coining both 
here and in France will soon be turned to good account in their 
own country. But the major portion of their time was devoted 
to the inspection of arsenals, dockyards, and establishments of 
asimilar nature. Thus their attention would seem to have 
been strangely divided between warlike science on the one hand 
and agriculture—essentially an art of peace—on the other ; to 
the apparent neglect of arts and sciences which would be in- 
valuable to them as a means of utilising many of the rich pro- 
ducts of their favoured islands, 

Next comes his Highness the Tumongong of JonorE, who 
visits Europe, we believe, with precisely the same object as the 
Japanese, namely, to judge from personal observation of the 
merits of our social, moral, and political system—our arts, 
manufactures, and sciences. Now, with regard to the last 
named portion of the Tumoncona’s investigations, we shall be 
very much surprised if his attention be not specially directed 
to those very things that would seem to have been neglected by 
the; Japanese, that is to say, machinery and processes adapted 
for utilising raw material, such, for instance, as steam saw-mills, 
sugar refining works, &c. As most of our readers are doubtless 
aware, the Tuxoncone has long since acquired a reputation for 
readiness to avail himself of, and to introduce into his territory, 
any European inventions of commercial value, and there is no 
reason to doubt that he will continue this policy. 

Wo now come to the third and last nationality—the Chinese. 
Their representative, Prva, has not yet reached our shores, but 
may be expected in a few days. It is stated that this official 
comes to Europe specially to make such observations on our 
trade as may be useful to his own Government, and it is hard 
to say whether he will confine himself strictly to his object or 
not. In all probability the nil admiraré creed, universally 
adopted by his countrymen, will be duly observed by Prxg, and 
whatever degree of astonishinent he may experience, ho will 
make no sign. One thing, however, is certain ; he cannot fail to 
carry back with him athorough conviction of England's greatness 
and superiority, and of the expediency of good faith bein kept 
with us by his Government in our future relations. 




















THE PEPPER DUTY. 

Our readers in the Straits Settlements will be glad to learn 
that pepper has received its fair share of attention in Mr. 
Quapstore’s Budget, and that the cxorbitant duty hitherto 
levied on it is now repealed. Tho mention of pepper seems 
to have excited some laughter in the House of Commons, but 
Mr, Giapsroyg justly remarked that it should rather excite 
commiseration. It was a condiment, he said, that was common 
to all classes of the community, and, though it could well be 
dispensed with by the wealthier classes, and even by those of 
the working classes who partook largely of animal food, it was 
a necessary to those whose diet consisted in a much larger de- 
gree of vegetable food, and he belioved “it was largely con- 
sumed in Ireland.” This excited “much laughter,” but 
another fact or two which Mr. Guapstone mentioned might 
have excited some other feeling. The duty on pepper is no 
less than 200 per cent., and the revenue from it £124,000 
per annum ; but, whilst all the spices and condiments in which 
the wealthier classes indulge have been long since set free from 
all duty, this enormous tax upon the pepper of the poor man 
has been retained. This fact alone was sufficient to condemn 
the duty, apart from its prejudicial effect on an important 
branch of trade. When the petition against this duty was 
presented by Lord Stanley—to whom, for his able advocacy of 
its merits, no small share of credit is due—we expressed a con 
viction that 80 unjust and so anomelous an impost must be 
swept away. *

THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

‘We have had the pleasure of sceing several gentlemen who 
have lately arrived from India and China by this route, and 
with some exceptions, easily remedied, they describe the steamers 
between Alexandria and Brindisi and the whole line of rail 
through Italy as most satisfactory. The entire distance from 
Alexandria to London can be performed in six days aud a few 
hours, The line traverses a most beautiful country, and, with 
the late completion of lines, Rome may now be reached by a 
branch from Ancona ex route to or from Brindisi. We shall 
shortly be able to lay before our readers @ full report on this 
most, agrecable change in the route to the Far East. 

We are glad to observe that a Consul has been appointed to 
represent British interest at Brindisi. When a place becomes 
of importance to English traffic it isa great assistance to it to 
have a representative of our Government. By a little over- 
zeal on the part of the last gentleman who actcd as English 
Consul he lost the post,—not a lucrative one, ss he rendered 
his services gratuitously ; but nevertheless it was unpleasant 
to be cancelled from a post on grounds ao opposed to the liberal 
views of the English Government. It appears that Mr. Ner- 
vegna had made constant efforts to engage the attention of the 
Home Government to the port of Brindisi as a postal station 
for our India and China mails, and not finding any response, 
he wrote to The Times in September last describing the ad- 
vantages of Brindisi, but not upbraiding the Government. 
Shortly after this he received an intimation that it was exceed- 
ingly inconvenient that any representatives of the Home Go- 
vernment should address newspapers (i., open their mouths), 
and that conscquently his services were dispensed with. The 
gentleman who now enters on the office is Mr. Henry Grant. 








CHINA STEAMSHIP AND LABUAN COAL COMPANY. 
By the last mail from Manila we havo advices that the 
Company's Marine Manager at Hong Kong had obtained the 
sanction of the Spanish authoritics at Manila to open a mail 
line of communication between that place and Singapore, and 
that the Company’s steamer Afona had already opened the ser- 
vice. The Mona is spoken of as a fine vessel, with excellent 
accommodation for passengers, and it was much desired by the 
mercantile communities that the service might become perma- 
nent. The Spanish steamers now conveying the mails via 
Hong Kong have long been a standing grievance for inefficiency 
and discomfort. ‘The route by Singapore has also the great 
advaztage of bringing Manila into the chain of communication 
with London by about a week in advance of that by Hong 
Kong. We trust the special privileges of carrying the Spanish 
flag will be awarded to the China’Steam Ship Company, to 
enable them to carry goods on the most favoured terms. 
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THE OPENING UP OF WESTERN CHINA. 

Caprain Sprye, whose indefatigable exertions in this cause 
have never flagged, has printed for private circulation a pam- 
phlet showing how earnestly the question has been taken up by 
almost every commercial body in the country, aud how per- 
sistently it has been ignored by Government, notwithstanding 
repeated efforts to bring it before them, Tho yampblet gives 
@ detailed resume of Captain Sprre’s proceedings from the com- 
mencement, and concludes with a correspondence with Mr. 
Guapstovg, which appears to have been his last attempt to 
procure some attention to the scheme. We are glad to learn 
that even now its originator is not discouraged, and intends to 
persevere instead of relaxing his efforts. 


THE FRENCH IN SIAM. 

From Paris we hear that “The French Consul at the 
“Siamese Court, M. AuBaRgT, who has been in France for 
“ some time on sick leave, is about to proceed to Baitgkok. 
“He has had an audience of the Emperor, who has given 
“him a sword asa present from himself to the King of Sram, 
“and a dagger from the Prince Imperial for the Kino’s son.” 
Thia M. AvBanret, it will be remembered, is the notorious 
person who last year was guilty of a gross outrage on the 
person of a relative of the King of Stam. The fact of his 
being reaccredited to the Siamese Court, unless he be under 
orders to make a full apology for his former disgraceful con- 
duct, can hardly be considered otherwise than an insult to the 
Erne.

We believe his Highness, who 
is the first Malay Prince that has visited this country, is ac- 
companied only by Dr. Scott, and a small retinue of five or six 
native attendants, His stay will extend to three months, but, 
we understand, his visit has no official object. 


THE MORTALITY AT HONG KONG. 
To THE EDITOR OF “THE TIMES.” 

Sre,—Your leading article of the 20th of January has been read with 
much interest and surprise by all those officers here who are acquainted 
with theevents on which it comments. 

Tam sure you will excuse my troubling you with the following parti- 
culars, the correctness of which you can easily ascertain, and for which I 
‘vouch :— 

The 2nd battalion 11th Regiment arrived at Hong Kong on the 28th of 
May, 1865, several weeks before it was expected, aud before the comple- 
tion of the temporary barracks intended for their reception. 

‘These buildings were bired, and their alterations and fittings (comprising 
the erection of upper stories), commenced as soon as the order notifying 
the destination of the 2nd battalion of the 11th Regiment was received at 
Hong Kong, and they were selected by a board composed of the Com- 
mandant at Hong Kong, the Commanding Royal Engineer, the Principal 
Medical Officer, the Deputy Assistant Quartermaster-General, and the 
‘Acting Barrack Master from the various buildings tendered for lease, and 
were not only the best tendered, and hired irrespective of the amount of 
rent demanded, but were in themselves well built, dry, airy, and lofty. 

‘The strength of the 2nd battalion of the 11th Regiment on its arrival 
was 704 non-commissioned officers and men, and to provide for their ac- 
commodation until such time as the new barracks were ready suitable 
buildings were hired at $1,000 a month, for 200 men, who were at once 
disembarked and occupied the buildings, 

Of the remainder of the regiment 150 were transhipped to the Hercules, 
‘an old line-of-battle ship anchored off Kowloon, and which for some years 
had been occasionally used as a military hospital ship; 250 were landed at 
Kowloon, and placed in huts; 70, including 20 families, were sent to 
Stanley, an out station about eight miles from Victoria, andthe remainder 
‘were put on board Her Majesty's ship Princess Charlotte, the receiving ship 
at this port. 

In July the temporary barracks were completed, and occupied by the 
2nd battalion 11th Regiment, who were landed from the Princess Charlotte 
and the Hercules, and withdrawn from Stanley and Kowloon, where only a 
detachment of 110 men was left to furnish the guards over the naval 
stores and Government property. 

‘The men were now lodged in large well-ventilated rooms on the first and 
second floors (the ground floors being used as stores, &c.), giving each 
man a cubic space of 1,000ft, with 75 square feet floor space. 

Early in August two companies, together 160 strong, were sent to 
Japan, and the detachment, which had been regularly relieved weekly, 
withdrawn from Kowloon, the guards at that place being furnished daily 
from Hong Kong. 

Since then the regiment has continued to occupy the same quarters. It 
has never been encamped since ite artival in China, and the statement that 

















it was encamped near a native burying-ground is not only false, but I fear 
I must add maliciously soa point on which you, as knowing by whom 
the statement was made, can ensily arrive at © conclusion. 

So much for the manner in which the 2nd battalion 11th Regiment 
has been quartered. As regards its destructi 
figures. It arrived on the 28th of M During 1865 there 
were 54 deaths in the regiment and 185 men were invalided, and up to the 
present date there has occurred two more deaths, of which one was caused 
by hydrophobia, 

There now remain at Hong Kong 313 non-commissioned officers and 
men, of whom 38 are in hoypital, and at Japan 146, making a total of 459 
non-commissioned officers aud men of the Zod battalion 11th Regiment 
actually serving in China and Japan. 

I may be permitted to add that, having been stationed in China for 
nearly six yeara, I consider the past hot season to have been unusually 
unhealthy for Hong Kong, but it certainly contrasted favourably with the 
year 1862, when the European troops in Shanghai suffered much more 
severely than did the 2nd battalion 11th Regiment last year, the death- 
rate at Shanghai, as given in the Army Medical Statistical Report, having 
been 168 per 1,000, while that of the European troops at Hong Kong in 
1865 was 75 per 1,00 (the death-rate of the 2nd battalion 11th Regiment 
was 102 per 1,000), and that of the European Police Force 78 per 1,000. 
I mention this last fact because the Colonial Surgeon has published a state- 
ment of the comparative health of the garrison and of the police, and has 
included in the latter the natives of India and Chinese, who compose 
nearly seven-eighths of the force, and who have suffered much less severely 
than the Europeans. The colonial surgeon's statement, if not corrected, 
would lead the public to form erroneous conclusions, and I have therefore 
given the actual death-rate of the European police at Hong Kong, which, 
as I have stated, was 78 per 1,000 in 1865. 

In conclusion, I beg to state that the Gresham, on board which so many 
deaths unfortunately occurred, was considered by all the inspecting officers 
to be one of the finest ships they bad ever seen taken up for invalids.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
THE CIVIL SERVICE IN CHINA, JAPAN, &C. 

(May 10th.) On the vote of £121,978 to complete the sum for services 
in China, Japan, &c., General DuNNE complained of augmentations in 
the allowances for the Civil Service, while the allowances of the military 
authorities were cut down.—Mr. Reap called attention to the sum of 
£20,000 for consular buildings required at several of the stations in China. 
—Mr. Layarp said that a number of buildings were required for the 
consular service, but no accurate estimate could be made out. An officer 
had, however, been sent out, under whose direction the money would be 
laid out. In reply toa question from Mr. Garrerra, Mr. LAYARD said 
the salary of the Minister at Peking was reduced from £8,000 to £6,000. 
In the committee last year the former sum was thought to be excessive 
The vote was then agreed to. 





LABUAN, 

On the vote of £2,244, to make up the sum of £3,644, the charge for 
Labuan, General Dung asked what were to be the future arrangements 
for Labuan. Who were the garrison there ?—Mr. CanpwELt said that 
expenses had been incurred in consequence of the coal to be found there. 
The garrison was composed of Sepoys.—Mr. Power. asked whether any 
portion of the vote was applied to the investigation of the coalfields.—Mr. 
CanpweLt said the coalfields were already open, and coal bad been 
brought to the surface, so that it was now too late for inquiry on that 
head. Petroleum also had been discovered there ; but it was too early 
yet to say anything with respect to that.—Mr. PowELt inquired what was 
the extent of the coalfields.—Mr. CagDwRLt said the coalfields were con- 
siderable. (A laugh. )—Agreed to. 

THE REBELS IN CHINA. 

(11th.) Colonel Srxzs rose to call the attention of the House to the 
official notification and address of Consul Meadows at Newchwang to the 
foreign community, dated the 4th October, 1865, respecting the danger 
to life and property from the proximity of rebels; also to the official 
notification and address of Consul Medhurst, of Hankow, to the foreign 
community, dated 2lst of January, 1866, to devise measures against an 
expected attack from a body of revolted Imperial troops, and the advance 
ot the Nienfei rebels. He had about a month ago called the attention of 
the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs to the despatches of Consul 
Meadows at Newchwang, on which occasion his hon, friend told him Consul 
Meadows had been very much alarmed at the prospect of an attack on the 
part of some rebels, but the Government had no ground for thinking that 
any attack on Newchwang had taken place, or was likely to take place. 
The Consul and the community had, however, very serious grounds for 
suspecting the safety of their lives and property. Mr. Consul Meadows 
had issued a circular, dated December 4, 1865, calling a meeting 
of the foreign residents to consult upon the measures of defence 
necessary to be taken. ‘The meeting was attended by various consuls and 
the forciga community, and Mr. Meadows, as senior Consul, took the 
chair. He said that there were no means of defending Newchwang, 
that the rebels were in possession of the neighbourhood, and might at any 
time ride into the city, slaughter the inhabitants, and destroy the property. 
That was not a matter to be considered lightly by his hon. friend (Mr. 
Layard). With respect to the great commercial entrepot of Hankow the 
hon. and gallant gentleman read a statement to show the threatening 
nature of the circumstances under which Consul Medhurst called upon the 
community to meet in order to take measures for their own defence. It 
appeared that a force of 8,000 revolted Tartar troops and some 30,000 or 
40,000 robbers called Nienfei were surrounding the city on all sides, and 
creating the greatest alarm among the inhabitants. The meeting which 
took place was attended by both the French and English Consuls, His 
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object in reading the statement was to prove that the two Consuls, instead 
of being pusillanimous, as was necessarily implied by the ridicule thrown 
on the affair by his hon. friend, were m2n of judgment and sound dis- 
cretion. When he called the attention of the Under-Secretary to the 
matter his hon. friend sai 

“ With respect to the attack on Iankow, he had to state that he had no 
reason to believe that that city had been threatened by a large rebel force. 
Tt seemed that a considerable nuraber of peasantry took refuge there and 
in the neighbourhood, that the Consul went out to see what was the 
matter, but that, instead of 80,000 rebels, he found eight men on horse- 
back, armed with spears and bags, that shots were fired at them, and that 
they thereupon ran away, leaving behind them the bags, which were found 
to contain eight women.” 

His hon. friend was not now in his place; if he was he would have'pitched 
into him for what he said on that occasion. He was sorry his hon. 
friend did not show better feeling than to suppose that if it had been 
only cight robbers carrying off cight women in bags at their saddle- 
bows—though that was not a thing to be laughed at—the French and 
English Consuls and the people of Hankow would have been so greatly 
alarmed. Having read a Fong extract from the Hankow ines to show 
the gravity of the case, and the danger of starvation from the influx of 
people flying in terror into Hankew, he proceeded to say that the danger 
was still impending, and that the Imperial Government was incom- 
petent to protect the place. What was, therefore, to be done? Were 
‘we or were we not to make such arrangements as would give confidence 
to our merchants for the security of their lives and property and the lives 
of their wives and children? There must be some documents in the 
Foreign-otfice which would confirm what he had stated, but his hon. 
friend could say nothing about them. He wished, by calling attention to 
the matter, to show that our Consuls, instead of having exposed themselves 
to ridicule, were entitled to praise, and to urge that measures ought to be 
adopted to insure security. He concluded by moving that copies of the 
official notifications and addresses referred to should be laid on the table 
‘of the House, ‘The motion was negatived without a division, 

THE TROOPS AT HONG KOXG. 

(Ilth.) Mr. Locke: asked the Secretary of State for War whether the 
20th Regiment (2nd Battalion) had been ordered, or whether it was the 
intention of the Government to order it, from Japan to Hong Kong, to 
occupy the quarters vacated by Her Majesty's Lith: Regiment, in. which 
great mortality had lately occurred, or whether it was the intention of the 
Government jo send'native troops to that station. —The Marquis of Hanr- 
INGTON said the 2nd Battalion of the 20:h Regiment had received orders 
to proceed from Japan to Hong Kong, to relieve the regiment at 
present stationed there; but it would not be necesary that they 
should occupy the quarters vacated by the 1]th Regiment, which 
had proceeded to the Cape. In March last orders were sent 
by telegragh to Ceylon to send four companies of native troops to. Hong 
Kong as a temporary measure.—Colonel Nort asked the noble lord 
whether the order was accompanied by unlimited authority to General 
Guy not to act on economical principles, but to spare no expense in 
securing the health of the battalion, and whether he was authorised to 
employ native watchmen, so as to allow the proper relief from duty.—The 
Marq ais of HARTINGTON said orders were sent that the duties at Hong 
Kong should be diminished by the employment of native police or watch- 
men, and that under no circumstances were the troops to be kept too long on 
duty. With the barrack accommodation, and with the authority given to 
General Guy to hire proper quarters, there was every reason to believe 
that ample provision would be made. 























Transrse or CeYLon Rires To Cuina.—The following is from 
the Colombo Times of the Slst March :— An important telegram from 
the Horse Guards was received here yesterday. It was to the effect that 
“four companies of the Ceylon Ritles were to be held in readiness to em- 
bark for service in China by the end of April!’ The companies are to be 
of the full strength of 100 men each, with three officers to each, two 
assistant surgeons, and a field officer command. We understand that 
Colonel Macdonald will probably be selected for this service, and that the 
10th, 11th, 12th, and 13th companies, commanded by Captains Fielding, 
Gash, Trydell (absent on sick leave), and Meaden, will form the detach- 
ment. Hong Kong will doubtless be their destination, and it is very pos- 
sible that the Home authorities have decided upon maintaining a garrison 
of Malays there permanently, in consequence of the terrible mortality 
amongst the European regiment last stationed in that colony, and that the 
Ceylon corps has been chosen to supply the detachment in accordance 
with the recommendations of the Commission, that the regiment should be 
reduced to eight full companies. It is very hard lines for the officers, 
however, if the present regulations with respect to allowances in Hong 
Kong are to remain in force ; for, although it isa far more expensive place, 
the allowances are considerably less than those in Cevlon.” 

Tue Repuction oF Duties in JaPAN.—The American papers state 
that the President has proclaimed the convention between the United 
States and the Empire of Japan ;for the reduction of import duties. 
‘The following articles, used in the preparation and packing of teas, shall 
be free of cuty:—Sheet lead, solder, matting, rattan, oil for painting, 
indigo, gypsum, firing pans and baskets. Second—The following articles 
are to be admitted at the reduced duty of five per cent. :—Machines and 
machinery, drugs and medicines, iron in pigs or bars sheet iron and iron 
wire, tin plates, white sugar in barrels or crushed, glass and glassware, 
clocks, watches and watch chains, wines, malted and spirituous liquors, 
‘The prohibition of the importation of opium, according to the existing 
treaty, remains in full force. The citizens of the United States, import- 
ing or exporting goods, shall always pay the duty fixed thereon, whether 
such goods are intended for their own use or not. 

Numismatic Cuniositirs—A Mr. Luke, who, besides being cashier 
of the Manufacturers’ Bank of Chicago, is an enthusiastic numismatolo- 
gist, has obtained, by the assistance of various missionaries in China, a 
complete set of ‘Chinese coins from the year 245 u.c. to the present 
dynasty, ‘The earlier specimens are in odd shapes, such as a razor, a pad 
lock, although the commen shape is circular with a square hole in the 
Centre so that they may be strung together, They vary from three inches 
diameter and Lalf an inch in thickness (in nurnismatic measure, size 48) to 
that of a farthiog, 
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Her Majesty's screw troopship Orontes, Capt. H. W. Hire, which ar- 
rived at Spithead on the Srd. went into Portsmouth Harbour on the morn- 
ing of the 4th, and disembarked the, officers, seamen, marines, &c., she 
brought home from China at the transport jetty of the dockyard.

Orontes left Hong Kong on the 17th of February, and has performed the 
passaye home in 74 days, including stoppages, 60 being the number of 
days the ship has been under steam. On arriving off Madeira a strong 
wind and rough sea on the island prevented commaunication with the shore, 
and the ship was steered for Brest to obtain coal. On arrival there the 
French authorities placed her in quarantine for 24 hours, although there 
wasno sickness on board. She arrived at Brest on the S0th April 
sailed again on the 2nd inst. On the 29th of April a screw steam: 
passed, outward bound. Three deaths occurred during the voyage home, 
and one man fell overboard and was drowned off Mauritius. Piracy was 
exceedingly rife in China when the Orontes left for England. — The 
English gunboats out there are all described as being perfectly rotten. 
Most of them are unable to steam more than four knots per hour. Great 
dissatisfaction existed with the Itzibou exchange in Japan. It speaks well 
for the discipline of the ship and the good understanding existing between 
the officers and crew that there has not been a case of corporal punishment 
on board since the Orontes left England. The ship requires docking and 
the usual course of refit, without serious repairs being necessary, before she 
will again be ready for sea. 

‘The Pearl, 21, screw corvette, was ccmmissioned at Portsmouth on the 
5th inst., forthe China squadron, by Capt John T. Rost. Lieutenant 
Edward Frederick Keppel, recently promoted from the Bristol, for service

Parliament would have been for the greater part avoided, and the display 
of much ill-feeling would have been spared. Captain Coles no doubt has 
gained a victury ; and, while offering him our congratulations, we must be 
permitted to say that the Duke of Somerset is entitled to the thanks of the 
public for the straightforward English-like manuer in which he has com- 
ported himself during the whole transaction.

Nearly every year an opportunity offers of providing for one, 
the cavalry regiments going to India in the summer being given a second 
major. In the case of the Sth Lancers and 18th Hussars the opportunity 
was not turned to account. In each case promotions in themselves far 
from objectionable were made, but the excluded majors were not restored. 
It is a deep disgrace to the authorities that it should be so, and we hope 
t! lot will be removed upon the despatch of the next cavalry regiments 
to India. 

On the 30th ult. there was launched from the building-yard of Messrs, 
A. Stephens and Sons, Dundee, a clipper ship 600 builders’ measurement, 
named the Sree Singapura.

Srtxworms.—A letter from Lyons states that numerous complaints 
come in from the silk-producing districts in the South of France of the 
failure of the foreign seed imported last year. It appears that the seed 
which arrived from Japan at the end of last year was more carefully 
packed than that of 1864, and sanguine hopes were entertained of an ex- 
cellent crop. The temperature of last December was nearly the same as 
that of the corresponding period of the preceding year, but the heat be- 
came too great during the next three months, and the seed could not sup- 
port it, especially that from Japan, which is of @ vi 
became evident that if cold weather set in a great numl f worme would 
perish, ‘This has occurred in many places, but full credit is not given to 
all the reports in circulation, Many purchasers, however, have refused to 
fulfil their engagements with the import merchants, on the ground that 
the merchandise was of bad quality. Should the law courts decide against 
the merchants, the consequence will be injurious to the trade in the south 
of France, for merchants will not import seed if they are to incur the risk 
ofthe weather becoming prematurely hot. 

Garrottine IN ALEXANDKIL.—A circumstance occurred recently 
ia which is deserving of note, instance of the insecurity 
of the public streets in that city. Personal violence at night has been rife 
for many years, but it has been reserved to two Englishmen to introduce 
the system of robbery by garrotting. A short time ago the Russian Con- 
sul-General was aitacked in the public square in the evening, and severely 
handled by men who adopted the process of garrotting, and by whom he 
was robbed of all the valuables in his possession. This was the first of a 
series of attacks on European gentlemen, aad it was considered of the ut- 
most importance to bring the delinquents to justice. This was accomplished 
by the arrest of two British subjects, named Glover and Parker, formerly 
inthe American army, who were caught in the act of attacking a French 
gentleman. The Britith Consular judge (Francis), was prompt in setting 
an example to the consuls of other nations, and aft few hours the cul- 
prits were condemned to two years’ imprisonment with bard labour in 
the galleys. ‘The foreign cotmmunity have reason to congratulate them- 
selves upon the prompt action of the British authorities in this matter, seeing 
that from that moment no repetition of these outrages has occurred, 

Tag Cuinese Dwarr.—Banxrurtcy Case.—James Goodman, de- 
scribed as a boarding-house keeper, appeared before Mr. Commissioner 
Winslow. It was alleged that he was in posession of a lease or right 
to exhibit a Chinese dwarf, and the question arose whether this ought 
not to be assigned for the benefit of his creditors. Mr. Reed opposed ; 
Mr. Abrahams supported. Mr. Nugent deposed that he was proprietor 
of the Royal Cambridge Music-hall, and had a contract for the ex- 
hibition of the Chinese dwarf Chee-mah. The contract was made with 
the bankrupt. He was the principal person in the contract, and the 
money was paid to him. The contract was for a month. Witness 
wished to extend it, but the bankrupt required an increase of salary, 
and then a Mr. Smith was put forward as the party to make the con— 
tract. Witness refused to renew it. The bankrupt denied that he had 
any interest in the dwarf at present, and asserted that his agency bad 
been revoked, and that it had to Smith. The dwarf had been 
living at his house since the Ist of January Jast, Mr. Reed asked 
that the benkrapy should be required to produce Chee-mab, and said 
that be might do that without difficulty, as he could put the little fellow 
in bis pocket. (Laughter.) His Honour said there must be an ad- 
journment for the examination of witnesses as to the alleged property 
of the bankrupt in the dwarf. If it were necessary to examiné Chee- 
mab, it must be done at a private sitting, He must not be made a 
show of in the court.
